Louisville, Ky., 26.—(Special.)—The 
éemocrats of Kentucky are still without a

nominee for governor. 

’ The plans of the Stone-Hardin managers 

for the nomination of the latter gentleman 
ran up against a large stumbling block of 
their own making today, and the result was 
the convention made absolutely no progress 
in its elght hours of continuous session. 

All it did was to add another day of sensa- 

tions to its long list. 

The convention went through the motion 
of taking two ballots, but both were mere 
farces. Not only did a large number of the 
counties refrain altogether from voting, 
but the secretaries did not pretend, in the 

_great confusion that prevailed, to catch 
correctly the votes of those who did try to 
respond. From the moment the gavel fell 
shortly after 1 o'clock until everybody got 
tired, and there was an adjournment short- 
ly after 6 o’clock this evening, absolute 
confusion reigned in the convention hall. 
It would be unjust to say that the delegates 
acted like so many wild animals—unjust to 
the animals. No other animals but men 
could have made so many kinds of fools 
of themselves. I have seen a great many 
convention rows, but never any that could 
compare with this. It all started after 
Congressman John Rhea, of the 
forces, had got the floor and moved that 
the police be requested or directed to leave 
the hall. The bluecoats were very much in 
evidence, to be sure. There was a cordon 
lined up in front of the stage, shoulder to 
shoulder. so that nobody could have got 
through had he tried. Then at the back of 
the hal] there were as many more. 

Objected to the Policemen. 

In justice to these officers of the law, it 

ay be well to say right here that they 
acted admirably, and certainly did nothing 
to add to the excitement and confusion. 
But thet wasn’t the point. Rhea praised 
the men themselves, but contended that it 
Was an insult to the convention and a 
menace to the free action of its membefs 
to have the bluecoats there. 

His motion was promptly seconded, and 
Chairman Redwine just as promptly re- 
fused to consider it. He based his refusal 
on the ground that it was the duty of the 
chairman to see to it that order was pre- 
ferved, and he deemed the presence of the 
Officers necessary for that purpose. Then

a <a delegate appealed from the decision of 


the chair. This brought on a lot of argu- 
ment, in which Congressmen Wheeler and 
Rhea, for the appeal, and Judge Tarvin, 
against it, took active parts. 

The upshot was the chair refused to rec- 
Ognize the appeal. He ordered a roll call. 
The first county was a Goebel county, 
and quickly responded to the secre‘ary’s 
caf. 

Then followed a scene of confusion the 
@qual of which for intensity and length of 
life, I have never before seen. Under the 
leadership and direction of John Rhea and 
John Thompson, for the Stone-ljar¢cin com- 
bine, the crowd set up a confusion of yells, 
Whisties, cat calls, tin-horn tcoting and all 
Other imaginable noises, which was kept 
Up throughout the day and until about 64 
o'clock. 

The secretary tried to call the roll of

Was greeted by a fresh onslaught of ear- 
Splitting noise. Rhea, Thompson, Ollie 
Jones and other anti-Goebel men got tin 
horns, kazoos and other noise-making ma- 
chines and blew them up at the cha:rman, 
Who was a few feet from them. i 

As the noise would die down the secre- 
lary would try to call some county, cnly 
6 be howled down with ‘increased vigor. 

After awhile the chairman end secreta- 
Ty succumbed to the inevitable and caimly 
Sat back in their chairs, waiting for orcer 
that never came. All sorts of efforts were 
Made to force the chairman io put the ap- 
Peal from his decision, but he refused to 
Tetognize any motion or anything ese, 
Claiming that the only thing in crder was 
the rol) call.

There were 
two purposes in this play to get the police 
out of the hall. One was to force from 
the chair recognition of the convention's 
right to appeal from his decision. Thils 
right Judge Redwine has persistently re- 
fused to recognize, and that in the face of 
all parliamentary law and rules of pro- 
cedure of representative bodies. 

In the early appeals the chairman justi- 
fied his action by claiming that until the 
credentials committee had reported and 
the make-up of the convention was de- 
termined, the chair must necessarily use 
his own discretion. Today he had no 
such excuse. There is, in fact, no way 
to defend his ruling, and nobody tries to 
defend it on parliamentary grounds. The 
Goebel men say it was necessary to pre- 
SS dis as on Ce 

as en crowd, of 
LouisVille pollticians, but the real reason 
lies deeper. Chairman Redwine saw that 
if he recognized the right to appea! now, 
he would have to recognize it later on, 
when the fight came up for the reconsider- 
ation of the early action of the convention 
in putting Goebel men in charge of the 
State committee, and he also saw that the 
removal of the police might place him at 
the mercy of the Stone-Hardin. men, if 
they tried to make good their threats to 
throw him out of the chair. 

These the two purposes back of 
this move, and they explain why the whole 
day was wasted in wrangling over it. The 
Stone-Hardin people were determined to 
force this recognition of their rights if 
they could possibly do so, and they hoped 
in one way or another to get rid of the 
police. The Goebel people, having already 
captured the organization, do not propose 
to allow any reconsideration of that ac- 
tion, no matter what else may come. Chair- 
man Redwine saw that any recognition of 
the right to appeal would, if the opponents 
of Senator Goebel were in the majority, 
result in the overthrow of that early, 
and to the Goebel people more important

Goebel Remains Cool. 

The (Stone-Hardin people say that if 
there had been a genuine ballot today they 
would have nominated Watt Hardin. They 
confident of their ability to do this 
yet. On the other hand, Senator Goebel 
smiles his calm, cold smile and says he {is 
ready for a vote at any time against either 
man. His people believe they can beat 
either Hardin or Stone.

This apparent con- 
fidence of Goebel and his lieutenants and 
their success in stopping the plans of their 
opponents have caused a weakening in 
the confidence of some of the Hardin me@n. 
They feel Goebel has some tricks up his 
sleeve they know not of. He Is the real 
politician of this crowd, and I believe 
stands an excellent chance of winning out 
yet. 

Another Sensation Promised. 

At 2 o'clock, after being in session since 
the convention adjourned, the conference 
of the Stone and Hardin forces has just 
come to an end, and the result promises 
another sensation. 

There is just one chance to beat Goebel. 
The figuring of the ant!-Goebel leaders, 
made after this day of wrangling, shows 
that the combination has lost ground, and 
the best count they can make leaves 
Hardin four and one-half votes short of 
nomination. That would probably mean 
forty short. The anti-Goebel leaders frank- 
ly acknowledge that they have lost today, 
and that the day’s tactics were wrong. They 
could have nominated Hardin this morning; 
now they cannot, and they know it. 

In this state of affairs they have de- 
termined upon one last desperate move. 
It is to adjourn the convention sine dle. 
They will try to do this the first thing to- 
morrow. John Rhea is to make the motion, 
and the plan of the leaders is to get both 
Hardin and Stone to appear on the stage 
and urge adjournment. This will throw 
the whole thing back to the people, and the 
anti-Goebel people believe in this way they 
can prevent Goebel’s nomination. 

If they fail to adjourn the convention, 
Goebel’s nomination is certain. 2 
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JONES APPROVES THE MEETING.

WAS CUT ENTIRELY IN TWO. | 


REMARKABLE INSTANCE OF VI- 
TALITY IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


William Parsons Falls Between Cars. 
Body Cut Into Two Pieces—Was 
Conscious Several] Hours.

Charlotte, N. C., June 26.—(Spectal.-— 
One of the most remarkable instances of 
Vitality ever recorded took place here in 
the case of Willlam Parsons, who, while 
trying to mount the Southern’s. south- 
bound vesttbule train between the baggago 
Car and the engine tender, lost his hold and 
fell between the trucks. The wheels of 
the baggage car cut his body in twain and 
the entire train ran over him. 

As soon as the train could be stopped 
the crew went back to pick up the remains. 
They found that Parsons was still alive. 
The wpper part of the body was on one 
Side of the rail and the lower limbs were 
On the other skie. The two parts of the 
body were catrieg into the baggage cur 
Saparately. The wounded man was not 
bleeding to any appreciable extent and he 
was perfectly rational. He was in great 
agony and at times begged those on the 
train to kill him. 

The accident occurred at Bethel, a little 
Station an hour and a half run from Char- 
lotte. Parsons was still alive when the 
train reached this place. Dr. R. L. Gib- 
bon, the Southern’s surgeon, met him at 
the depot. The two parts of the man were 
Placed together on a cot. He asked that 
he be allowed to die in the open air, saying 
that he knew his injuries were fatal. He 
told how he and another boy haq started 
from their country hume in Caldwell coun- 
ty to enlist in the army at Columbia. His 
conversation was perfectly rational up to 
within two minutes of the time he died. 
Surgeons here say this is the only instance 
on record of a man whose body was com- 
pletely severed above the hips who lived 
and was conscious for any length of time. 
They say the severance must have been so 
sudden that the arteries contracted and 
closed and prevented hfs bleeding to death. 
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GIRL STRIKERS BACK AT WORK. 


Employees of the Whitlock Tobacco 
Company No Longer Idle. 

Richmond, Va., June 2.—The strike of 
the girls employed as bunch breakers, 
rollers and packers at the Whitlock branch 
of the American ‘Tobacco Company, is 
practically at an end. The large majority 
of the employees returned to work this 
morning and a number will go back tomor- 
row. 

The leaders of the strikers were early 
on hand, and made an earnest, but quiet 
endeavor to keep the girls from going to 
work. Their attempt, however, was not 
crowned with much success. 
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TRAIN CRUSHES OUT HIS LIFE. 


Weighmaster Nelson Is Killed Near 
Richmond, Va. 

Richmond, Va., June 2%—James H. Nel- 
son, weighmaster and storekeeper for the 
W. R. Trigg Shipbuilding Company here, 
was run over and killed by a train of the 
Southern railway at 11:40 o'clock this 
morning. His body was terribly mangled. 

Mr. Netson, who was the father of James 
A. Nelson, superintendent of the Trigg 
ship yards, was about fifty-five years old. 
He came here with his son from Connecti- 
cut. 


MRS. BARROW GIVEN TEN YEARS. 


Woman Charged with Kidnaping Baby 
Clarke Is Sentenced. 

New York, June 26.—Mrs. George B. Bar- 
row, when arraigned before Justice Wer- 
ner in the criminal branch of the supreme 
court today, pleaded enilty to the charge 
of kidnaping Baby Marion Clarke. 

Justice Werner bitterly denounced the 
woman and pronounced her crime one of 
‘‘consummate villainy,’ and refused to de- 
fer the sentence. 

“This woman,” said -Justice . Werner, 
‘“‘would ordinarily be entitled to geome con- 
sideration, but the nature of this crime 
shows her to be utterly devoid of the fine 
and tener feelings that are the distin- 
guishing characteristics of her sex.” 


COLORADO TO HAVE A GOLD GIRL. | 


Centennial State Will Have Unique 
Exhibit in Paris. 

Denver, Col., June 26.—The Colorado Par- 
is exposition commission today made a 
contract with F. D. Higbee, representative 
of one of the large statue casting firms 
of the country for a solid gold statue for 
exhibition at the Paris exposition. 

The design represents an up-to-date girl, 
the figure of lifesize being cast in solid 
gold, 18karats fine, thecast with its base 
being six feet, four inches in height. It its 
estimated that a million dollars’ worth of 
gold will be used.

FOUR TIMES ON 
VERCE OF WAR 
WITH KRUGER 


Chamberlain Decl 
val Ruler Hat Been Pess- 
ently Hunting Trouble, 


NO BACKDOWN FOSSIBLE NOW 


British Secretary of State for the Colonies 
Reviews the Entle Question 
In a Speech, 


ENGLISH GARRISONS ARE INCREASED 


The Premier Declares That Britons 
Have No Safeguard in South 
Africa and Says the Trou- 
ble Must Be Settled 
Now. 


Birmingham, England, June 26.—Joseph 
Chamberlain, secretary of state for the 
colonies, addressing the unionists of this 
city this evening, reviewed carefully the 
Transvaal question, 

In the course of his speech he said that 


owing to the enormous military prepara- 
tions of the government of the South 


African republic Great Britain had been 
compelled to increase the British garrison 
in Cape Colony and Natal, entalling an 
additional expenditure of £500,000 annually. 
“If the reforms which Lord Ripon pro- 


posed in 189% had been accepted,’ said the 
minister, ‘‘theae would have been no raid 
and no crisis at the present time. But the 


raid tled the hands of the governmen: gnd 
prevented the application of pressure.” 


Mr. Chamberlain said the government 
had tried to establish friendly relations 
with President Kruger, burt all their ad- 


vances had been received with contempt. 
He then proceeded to eulogize Sir Alfred 
Milner, governor of Cape Colony and 
Brttitsh high commissioner for south Africa. 

The government accepted full responsi- 
bility for the actions of that official. As 
for the counter-proposals of Mr. Kruger, 
they did not constitute even a fair install- 
ment of reform. 

After denouncing in the strongest terms 
the attitude and actions of the Biers, Mr. 
Chamberlain, with great deliberation and 
emphasis, said: 

“The Transvaal’s enormous secret ser- 
vice fund has procured {t friends and ad- 
vocates in every country. The way the 
British subject there is treated is not only 
a menace to them, but interferes with our 
prestige among the natives, who now re- 
gard the ‘Boers and not the British as the 
paramount power. 

‘Resides the breaches of the London 
convention the Transvaa: 1s flagrantly vio- 
lating the equality that convention was 
intended to secure. Its government is a 
festering sore, poisoning the whole atmos- 
phere of south Africa. The Dutch in Cape 
Colony and Natal would be in the happlest 
condition, but so long as the disease of 
hatred and suspicion prevails in the Trans- 
vaal it is impossible to stop the contagion. 

“Four times since independence was 
granted we have been on the verge of war 
with the Transvaal. It is erroneous «to say 
the British government wants war, but it 
is equally erroneous to say that the gov- 
ernment will draw back now rhat it has 
put its hand to the plow. We hope the 
efforts that are now being made will lead 
to an amicable arrangement, for Great 
Britain only desires justice, bur there 
comes a time when patience can hardly be 
distinguished from weakness and when 
moral pressure becomes a farce that can- 
not be continued without loss of self-re- 
spect. I trust :hat time may never come 
in this instance, but if it does Britons will 
insist upon the means to find a result es- 
sential to the peace of south Africa.’’ 

The speech was warmly applauded. In 
reply to a vote of thanks Mr. Chamberlain 
said he felt strengthened and encouraged 
by their confidence and support. He had 
spoken from the heart, because he belleved 
they had reached .a critical surning point 
in the history of the empire and that the 
whole world was watching to see how they 
would issue from the difficulty. 

“It 1s my belief,” he said in closing ‘‘that 
the country will show itself not unworthy 
of its glorious history and traditions.’’ 
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MARTIAL LAW IN SPAIN AGAIN. 


Riot in Saragossa Ends in Calling 
Out the Military. 


Saragossa, Spain, June %.—A _ violent 
demonstration against the budgetary pro- 
posal of the Spanish government took place 
here today. The mob piliaged the building 
of the Saragossa council general and stoned 
the gendarmes on guard, several of whom 
were severely injured. 

The disorders increasing, the troops were 
ordered out and charged the rioters. 

Martial law was then proclaimed, the 
prefect of police handing over the reins of 
power to the military authoritis,

Feiix Martinez, of this city, made the 
address of welcome, during the course of 
which he made a rather sensational state- 


ment to the effect that he had been in- 
formed that the Spanish minister a: the 
City of Mex!@o privately, but seriously, 


objected to the visit of the Chihuahua band 
to Las Vegas. The objection was based 
on the assump'ion that the act of permit- 
ting the band to visit this country and 
assist in celebrating a victory over Spain 
could not at least be considered a friendly 
attitude toward the vanquished nation. 
The Spanish minister waited upon Pres'- 
dent Diaz In an informal way and stated 
his objections. President Diaz was not of 
the same opinion, however, and allowed 
the t@nd to com@ to Las Vegas. Mr. Mar- 
tinez, as spokesman on behalf of the native 
peop'e of New Mexico, expressed his 
hearty sympathy with the cause of the 
Rough Riders and tendered to Governor 
Roosevelt his best compliments. Governor

TRAGEDY IN PUTNAM COUNTY. 
Cuff Wiggins Kills Siiney Griffin. 
Both Farmers. 

Eatonton, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Sidney Griffin, a prosperous farmer of 
Putnam county, was shot and instantly 
killed by Mr. Cuff Wiggins this morning 
on the land of the former, about three 

miles from Eatonton. 

The lands of Mr. Griffin and of Mrs. 
Wiggins, the mother of Mr. Cuff Wiggins, 
are adjoining and some weeks ago Mr. 
GriffiN came down with two negroes for 
the purpose of digging a ditch on the 
line to prevent the washing away of his 
own land. 

Before beginning the work he sent one 
of the negroes to Mrs. Wiggins, request- 
ing her to come down there: that he wished 
to see her about digging the ditch. The 
negro returned with the reply that Mrs. 
Wiggins was sick in bed, but to dig the 
ditch and it would be all right with her. 
So Mr. Wiggins proceeded to plow two 
furrows in the hedge, which ts the dividing 
line, when Mr. Cuff Wiggins came up with 
a gun in hand and told Mr. Griffin not to 
dig the ditch. Thereupon several harsh 
words were passed and Mr. Wiggins threat- 
ened to shoot Mr. Griffin. 

This morning about 7 o’clock Mr. Griffin 
returned with two negroes, gun in hand, 
and began to finish the ditch. Mr. Wig- 
gins also came down with his gun and 
tried to stop the work. They began to 
fuss and curse each other again, when 
Mr. Wiggins shot Mr. Griffin, emptying 
both barrels {nto him and killing him in- 
stantly and, from the account given by 
the negroes who were eyewitnesses, he 
beat the dead body of Mr. Griffin with 
his gun until it is broken. 

Mr. Wiggins did not try to escape, but 
came into town and gave himself over to 
Sheriff Terrell. The difficulty originating 
from so insignificant a thing has caused 
no little excitement. 


THREE SHERIFFS WITH POSSES 


Are Scouring Alabama Woods for John 
Shepperd. 

Birmingham, Ala., June 2%.—(Special.)— 
Sheriff O’Brien, of Jefferson county, Sheriff 
Cain, of Fayette county, and Sheriff Orear, 
of Walker county, with posses numbering 
in all 200 men, scoured the woods near 
Cardiff, this county, today in search of 
John Shepperd, the negro who assaulted 
Mrs. Munroe Jones near Corona, Walker 
county, a few days since. Word came in 
here that the negro had been seen and was 
Sheriff O’Brien and four dep- 
uties repaired to the scene and found that 
the negro had been seen, but 100 negroes, 
well armed, were making threats against 
his capture, and a race riot was imminent. 
The sheriff addressed the negroes, and they 
were so sullen in leaving that he tele- 
graphed to Captain Morson, of the cavalry 
here, to use a special train and bring out 
twenty-five heavily armed men. A tele- 
gram was sent by some one to Sheriff 
Orear, and forty men followed him from 
Walker county for the purpose of lynch- 
ing the negro, thinking he had been cap- 
tured. 

Sheriff Cain came over with thirty-two 
deputies from Fayette county. A little 
army then went through the woods and 
searched negro houses ¢losely, but Shep- 
perd escaped. 

Sheriff O’Brien made the negroes another 
talk and told them if there was any trouble 
tonight they would feel the consequences.

Fifty Thousand Persons Will Be 


Thrown Out of Employment. 

Pittsburg, Pa., June 2%.—All the tin plate 
works in the country will be closed at 
midnight on Friday as the result of the 
failure ta settle the wage scale at the 
conference in Chicago. Fully 50,000 persons 
will be thrown idle by the shut down. The 
conference, which opened in Cihcago on 
Tuesday morning, closed Saturday even- 
ing at 6 o’clock without arriving at an 
agreement. 

The workers’ wagie committee, acting 
under instructions received from the an- 
nual convention, held in Detroit last month, 
made a demand for an advance of 2 per 
cent. The present wage scale will expire 
on June 30th and members of the Amalga- 
mated Association are not permitted to 
work after that date unless the new scale 
is signed. 

About 25,000 skilled workers are members 
of the association and as many more are 
dependent upen them and will be idle 
while they are unemployed. Nearly 75 per 
cent of the tin plate workers of the coun- 
iry are employed in western Pennsylvania 
mills.

Seaboard Air-Line Extensions Will

Russian Proposals Are Deferred To Spe-

PAUNCEFOTE'S SCHEME COMES FRIDAY 


United States Proposal for Protecfion 
of Private Property on the High 
Seas from Seizure Is Not 
Meeting with General 
Approval. 


The Hague, June 26.—The first committee 
examined today the Russian proposals re- 
lating to military effectives and budgets. 

Colonel Gross Von Schwarzhoff, of 
the German delegation, declared that 
Germany could not enter into any 
agreement not to increase her naval 
and military effectiveness. 


The committee referred the Russian pro- 
posals to the special committees of the 
naval and military sub-committees. 

The drafting committee on arbitration 
adopted the first. reading of the proposed 
code of procedure on arbitration. The vote 
on the second reading will occur Friday, 
when the second reading of the permanent 
arbitration proposal, based on the scheme 
o: Sir Julian Pauncefote, the head of the 
British delegation, will occur. 

Frederick Holls, secretary of the Ameri- 
can delegation to the peace conference, re- 
ferring in conversation with a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press to the pro- 
posals of the United States for the protec- 
tion of private prdéperty at sea, with the 
exception of contraband of war, tn time of 
war, from capture or seizure, said: 

“We have strong grounds for making the 
propositions. The president understéod the 
Russian invitation comprising the question 
of private property at sea, and has instruct- 
ed us to raise the question. We will push 
the matter energetically, insisting that the 
conference is competent, and that if its in- 
competence is doubted, a liberal interpreta- 
tion was necessary.

GERMANY’S MANNER BRUSQUE. 


Russian Proposals Are Rejected in Un- 
conditional Way. 

London, June %.—The correspondent of 
The Daily News at The Hague says: 

“The German delegates today privately 
informed their colleagues that they received 
instructions to accept the principle of a 
permanent tribunal of arbitration as out- 
lined in the Anglo-American plans. 

“This and, the speech of Colonel Gross 
von Schwarzhoff plainly intimating that 
Germany had made up her mind against the 
Russian idea of disarmament and had 
reached the conclusion that the time had 
arrived to tell the world so, are the two 
great events of the whole conference. 
Neither has been published as an official 
act of the German government, but every- 
body knows that Germany will not recede 
from the position thus taken up. 

“Today I interviewed many delegates, 
some friendly to Germany, others hostile. 
They were unanimous in declaring the 
Schwarzhoff speech a smashing blow, pul- 
verizing the argument of General Den Beer 
Poortugael and Colonel Jilinski. The effect 
was tremendous within the conference when 
Schwarzhoff pointedly exclaimed: ‘Germany 
is not ruined. On the contrary, her wealth, 
contentedness and standard of life (he used 
these English words) are daily increasing.’ 

“Altogether his speech was the greatest 
sensation of the conference hitherto, no- 
body expecting Germany to reject the Rus- 
sian proposals in so brusque and uncondi- 
tional a manner.”

"The Paper Indicates That the New 
Ministers Know the Task Be- 
fore Them and That They 
Are Determined Not 
To Falter. 


Paris, June 26.—The new cabinet minis- 
ters presented themselves to the chambers 
‘this afternoon. 

The chamber of deputies was thronged, 
and there was great animation at the 
opening of the session when it tecame 
Known that two alleged hostile groups, 
the soclal-radicals and the democratic- 
left, had decided to vote in favor of the 
government and that M. Paul Ge Cassag- 
mac had withdrawn his interpellation. 

Indentical statements were read in the 
chamber of deputies by the premier, M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau, 2nd in the senate by 
the minister of justice, M. Monia. They 
were as follows: , 

“The chamber of deputies, in expressing 
itself, resolved not to support any gov- 
ernment but one determined to defend en- 
ergetically republican institutions and as- 
sure public order, has clearly defined the 
task imposed upon the new cabinet. The 
ministry has no other ambition than to 
accomplish it, and in order to bring about 
the pacification of the country and to 
maintain intact our common inheritance, it 
seemed to us that existing de!usion should 
be effaced and that the work we zre about 
to undertake required the co-operation 
of all republicans. When the aim is defi- 
nite, though varying according to the 
mehods of different schools, accord be- 
comes easier and controversies are lcet in 
the presence of the only duty to perfurm. 
To end the agitations pursued. under dis- 
guises easy to penetrate, arainst the re- 
gime which has been sanctioned and will 
be upheld by universal suffrage, and to re- 
quire from all the service loyal assistance 
and courageous assumption of responsi- 
bility. Such is necessarily the first: cuty 
of the government, It is resolved to have 
al] judicial] decisions respected, and if the 
first wish of the country is to listen to the 
voice of justice, it will maintain silence 
and respect while its decisions are pre- 
pared. 

“In the front rank of the important in- 
terests of the country bound up with the 
eonservation of the dignity of the nation, 
we place the interests of the army. 
which the republic has constructed on a 
stronger and wider basis and which is 
synonymous with the republic’s security 
and is the pride of France. We think, 
with the army’s most illustrious guides, 
(that inviolable attachment to discipline 
is the first and essential guarantee of the 
army’s own greatness. We intend to de- 
fend it with the same energy against the 
attacks and solicitations which consti- 
tute the most undeserved of insults. 

‘“‘We desire above all that appeasement 
may be accomplished and it will come quick- 
ly if every one will give up being a law 
unto himself and bow to the law of the 
land. 

“To accomplish the work which has de- 
volved upon us, we have need of the co- 
wperation of parliament and its whole 
confidence. We ask the widest mandate. 
We take the fullest responsiblity. We 
@sk for a truce of the irritating discus. 
sions, hurtful to the interests of the caun- 
try and that you vote without delay a

public sercies. 

“If our efforts are not sté¢rile, disputes 
among republicans will vanish and the re- 
public will soon resume the path of eco- 
nomic and social progress.”’

Explaining the inclusion of General the 
Marquis de Gallifet in the cabinet as min- 
ister of war, he said it was because no 
other general had so spontaneously sup- 
ported the constitution and it was thought 
the necessary punishment of certain mill- 
tary men could be somewhat relaxed if 
emanating from such a trusted authority 
as General de Gallifet. 

In conclusion the premier said:

RETURNS WITHOUT DREYFUS. 


Cruiser Tage Again Touches at Brest 
After Short Trip. 

Brest, France, June %.—The French 
first-class cruiser Tage, which put to sea 
Sunday evening, the belief being that she 
was going to meet the Sfax, having 
Captain Alfred Dreyfus on poard, returned 
here at 7 o'clock this evening. 

Some sailors of the Tage, who landed 
later, said she had not met the Sfax, She 
encountered a fog and released her car- 
rier pigeons_ about twelve leagues out at 
sea, after which she returned to the port. 

It has all along been officially claimed 
that the cruiser ‘was leaving Brest. sole- 
ly to test some carrier pigeons. 

Another Dreyfusard meeting, organized 
by socialists, was announced for ‘this 
evening in the Selle du Treillis here. Cir- 
culars have been distributed during the 
day calling upon the people of Brest to 
“defend their liberties gained at the ex- 
pense of four revolutions,” and “‘to pre- 
vent the supreme shame to humanity of 
the condemnation of an innocent man.” 

The police took stringent precautions to 
prevent trouble. 

Detachments of gendarmes were located 
{in the houses situated in the vicinity of 
the hall and the regular police, which 
were also stationed about the place, doubt- 
less gave the proprietor of the hall a hint, 
because when the organizers of the meet- 
ing arrived at the hall at 8:30 o’clock this 
evening, headed by a local anarchist lead- 
er named Broussaleaux, the proprietor 
withdrew ‘permission for the meeting, and 
a hot altercation ensued. Finally Brous- 
saleaux and his friends declared their 
intention of making a demonstration in the 
streets and called upon their supporters 
to follow them. The commissary of po- 
lice, who was at the altercation, imme- 
diately ordered forty gendarmes to cordon 
the streets and cut off communication 
with the center of town. Broussaleaux 
was then kept outside. There was much talk 
but up to the time of filing this dispatch 
there was no disorder. 

An hour or so later a crowd of some 
500 made a long detour and entered the 
town by another route. Then, joined by 
all the loafers of Brest, they overran the 
whole place, shouting ‘“‘Abas yarmee!” 
“Vive Loubet!” “Vive Dreyfus’ ang Vive 
la social revolution!’’ Such a demonstra- 
tion had never been heard of before in 
Brest, whose population was at first 
thrown into a state of consternation, but 
the demonstration soon became farcial. 
As soon as the crowd met a few police, 
headed by a police commissary with the 
tri-colored scarf around his waist, it dis- 
persed, and by 10:30 o’clock the streets 
Were quite calm, except for a few raga- 
muffins singing the ‘‘Marseillaise’’ and the 
“Carmagnole”’ out of the hearing of the 
police. The latter Only arrested four of 
and these will probably be released tonight. 
Broussaleaux disappeared at the first sign 
of a collision with the police. The truth 
is, the anarchists and socialists are here 
only to further their own propaganda 
through the Dreyfus affair, and there is lit- 
tle likelihood of serious trouble,

Major General Otis has persuaded Major 
Young, of the Utah battery, to remain on 
the court for a time after the battery de- 
parts. Three of the native justices are ab- 
sent. Ambrosio Rianzaros, justice of the 
criminal branch of the court, happened to 
be at Tarlac, then the seat of the insur- 
gent government, when the appointments 
were announced, and was arrested and 
sentenced to banishment for life. His pres- 
ent whereabouts are/not known. 

Pedro Llorente, associate justice of the 
supreme court, is in Cebu, where he has 
influence, working to popularize American 
rule with good results. The native judges 
are to have jurisdiction over all offenses ex- 
cept those committed by soldiers or against 
military authority. 

The United States transport Sherman has 
sailed for the !sland of Negros with the 
Sixth infantry, which relieves the Call- 
fornia regiment. 

The Montana and Kansas volunteers ur? 
returning from San Fernando and the 
Twelfth and Ninth regulars will replace 
them. Senor Luis Marinas, the first Span: 
ish consul general at the Philippines, has 
arrived here from Singapore, on board the 
Island de Luzon. 

Delegations from Spanish organizations 
on tugs met the steamer and welcomed the 
consul. 

The Bantayan correspondent of The 
Noticero writes that the gunboat Albany 
appeared off Batayan June 8th and her com- 
mander told the authorities of the town 
that unless they declared allegiance to 
the United States and raised the Ameri- 
can flag after fifteen days he would bom- 
bard the town. The Albany then sailed, 
announcing she would return. 

When the dispatch was forwarded the 
town was greatly panic-stricken and it 
was thought the authoritles would probably 
comply with the demand of the commander 


of the gunboat. 


NO DEAL WITH THE SOUTHERN. 


Baltimore and Ohio May Have a Trade 
with Seaboard Air-Line. 

Baltimore, June 26.—It is denied at the 
Raltimore and Ohio headquarters in this 
city that the Baltimore and Ohio had made 
a traffic arrangement with the Southern 
railway, rumors of which are current. 

It is thought that the Seaboard Air-Line 
fs the line intended to be mentioned in 
this connection, as the Southern has a 
long-term contract with the Pennsylvania 
system, 

As to the Seaboard nothing can be stated 
at Baltimore and Ohio offices, but it is

Twentieth Kansas Has 450 Men Out 
of 1,200 Ready for Duty. 
Kansas City, June 26.—A special cable- 
gram to The Star from Manila via Hong-

“Captain Clark, Captain Watson, Lieu- 
tenant Ball and 200 sick and wounded from 
the Twentieth Kansas regiment have been 
sent home. Only 450 men are atill ddéing 
duty. These are on the firing line. The 
other members of the regiment are relieved 
of duty on account of sickness, 

“The Kansas regiment’s normal strength 
is about 1,200 men. With 200 sick on the 
way home apd 450 on the firing line, 550 are 
left among those ‘unfit for duty.’ ”’ 


CAPABLE OF SELF GOVERNMENT. 


General King Says Filipino Is More 
Enlightened Than Cuban. 
Milwaukee, June %.—Brigadier General 
Charles King, who returned from the Phil- 
ippines a short time ago, in a letter to The 
Milwaukee Journal published today states 
that the capability of the Filipinos for self- 
government cannot be doubted, and if given 
a fair start, they could look out for them- 
selves infinitely better than our people 
imagine. He says they rank far higher 
than the Cubans or,the educated negroes to 
whom the United States has given the right 

of suffrage. 


NO MORE TROOPS ARE NEEDED. 


Reports from Otis. 

Washington, June 26.—General Otis’s de- 
tajled report of the conditions existing in 
the Philippines is considered very satis- 
factory at the war department. 

It is taken to mean that General Otis 
will not now prosecute a campaign on ac- 
count of the rainy season except where the 
insurgents make it necessary to defend the 
territory now in possession of the United 
States. That portion of the dispatch tell- 
ing of the belief among the Filipinos that 
the present policy of the United States 
will not be upheld is regarded as of*great 
significance. It is believed that when the 
Filipinos see there is no hope of their 
recognition by the United States they will 
give up the fight. 

The absence of any sugigestion as to more 
troops being needed is taken to mean 
that General Otis does not believe they 
could be used to advantage at present, 


YELLOW FEVER IS SPREADING. 


Two New Cases and Four Deaths Make 
the Day’s Record. 


Santiago de Cuba, June 26.—Two new 
cases of yellow fever and four deaths from 
the disease were officially reported today, 
making a total of thirty-five cases and 
eleven deaths. The army surgeons now 
think they have tthe fever under control. 

The sanitary department ts working day 
and night and the city has literally been 
flooded with disinfectants and the entire 
garrison in camp is under rigorous quaran- 
tine. Considerable disorder has been 
caused in the city by the American team-

Fifteen Thousand English Soldier 
March Before Their Ruler, 


PRINCE OF WALES PRESENT 


Forelgn Military Ataches Watch the 
Movements of the Regiments 


MEN ARE IN GOOD SHAPE FOR WAR 


Review Was Held for the Purpose of 
Satisfying Queen Victoria That 
Her Troops Were Ready for 
Any Emergency That 
Might Arise. 


London, June 26.—The queen,: the duke 
of Cambridge, the prince of Wales, the 
duke of York, Grand Duke Michael of 
‘Russia, the duke of Connaught, General 
Lord Wolsely, commander-in-chief of the 
army; Colonel Samuel 8S. Bummer, United 
States army, military attache of the 
‘United States embassy at London, and 
many princes and princesses were present 
on the famous plains of Aldershot today 
to witness the review of over 18,000 of the 
best troops in the kingdom. 

This review is interpreted in London to- 
night ag a means of satisfying Queen Vic- 
toria that her troops are ready for any 
emergency they may bé called upon to 
meet in the Transvaal or elsewhere. It is 
Known now that the queen returned from 
the Balmorel castle, Scotland, mostly for 
the purpose of attending this review, and 
in view of the fact of her majesty’s nat- 
ural reluctance to attend such functions, 
the importance of this review is mani- 
fested., 

Not since the queen's jubilee has a more 
magnificent army corps passed before a 
European sovereign, and while 6,000 addi- 
tional troops remained in their barracks, 
the display afforded the queen gmple evi- 
dence of her military resources. All the 
regiments which took part in the review 
were those which would answer the first 
hurry call to arms for the Transvaal and 
elsewhere, and ag the first battalions 
swing past the royal carriages their fit- 
ness evoked the heartlest applause. Nearly 
15,000 infantry, fifty guns and 3,600 horses 
made up this magnificent display. 

Nearly aj) the foreign military attaches 
were present, and a profound impression 
was made upon them ag the dragoons, the 
Scots, the famous royal regiment of which 
Emperor William js the honorary colonel, 
the Fusileers, the Camerons, the Scotish 
rifles and other heroes of the Seulu cam- 
paigns swung past. The enthusiasm of 
the crowds was intense, and the queen 
smiled approbation as each command cume 
immediately under her eye. 

Colonel Summer and the other atteches 
compared the army of the queen to a **for- 
est of shimmering steel overhanging a 
scarlet eea,’’ and characterized it as one of 
the finest reviews within their experience.

Emperor William Is Royally Enter- 
tained at Kiel in Prussia. 
Kiel, Prussia, June %.—Emperor William, 


Empress Atgusta Victoria, Princess (Henry 
of Prussia, thé crown prince and crown 
princess of Greece, Vice Admiral Tirpitz, 
imperial minister of the navy, and Count 
von Buelow, secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, from the deck. of the imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern witnessed today a pic- 
turesque procession of boats in a battle of 
flowers arranged by the crews of all the 
naval vessels here. 

Numerous small crafts gayly festooned 
and garlanded in curious and original de- 
signs participated.

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HISTORIC CITIES OF EUROPE. 
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I. Athens. 


(Concluded.) 
BY EDWIN A. GROSVENOR, M. A. 


We must now turn our gaze to the west- 
ern shores of Asia Minor. That whole Asiat- 
ic coast on the Aegean was dotted with en- 
terprising Greek cities. They had been sub- 
Jugated by the Persians and added to their 
empire. Taking advantage of an opportu- 
nity which seemed favorable some of those 
cities declared themselves independent and 
obtained the assistance of Athens. This in- 
surrection is termed the Ionian revolt be- 
cause undertaken by Greeks of Jonian 
Btock. The Greek army attacked and cap- 
tured the wealthy Lydian city of Sardis, 
then a Persian possession, which was burn- 
ed to the ground. Assailed by superior 
forces, the victors withdrew. Though Da- 
rius, the Persian king, speedily stamped

be chosen by lot and the state with good 
reason rest content with the choice. The 
third cause was in the strain and tension 
of those delirious wars. Against an ab- 
horred and supercilious foe the Athenian 
patriot had staked his all for his faith, 
his city and his hearth#tone. The agony 
oF” the contest had fanned his. soul to its 
whitest heat. He had won a victory that 
was worthy of the gods. So like a paean 
of rejoicing} came the outburst, the perfect 
flowering, of the Athenian mind. 

Nor did it fade away in a single genera- 
tion, when the ashes of those who had 
fought and won were committed to their 
funeral urns. It woke architects and 
artists, and dead stones rose in the state- 
liness of peerless temples or in marbie 
forms of life that seemed to breathe, The 
whole Acropolis was covered with the sanc- 
tuaries and statues of theegods. To Athena, 
who had inspired their genius, Callicrates 
and Ictinus reared the Parthenon, whose

out the rebellion, he was enraged against 
the Athenians, who had dared to aid his 
rebellious vassals and even to attack and 
destroy one of his inland capitals. He 
swore he ‘would have revenge. Those three 
invasions of Greece, commonly called the 
Persian wars, were the result. 


In many books on Greece an early chap- | 


ter is devoted to what is called the heroic 
age. Therein are recounted the deeds 
Hercules and other half fabulous chiefs, 
together with legends like the tale of the 
Argonautic expedition and of the Trojan 
war. But the real heroic age had not yet 
begun. It was ushered in when Athens 
and Sparta, almost single-handed, with- 
stood Persia, then the mightiest empire in 
existence. Though Athens had 
the confines of the Acropolis and covered 
an area four or five miles around that cen- 
tral rock, vet it was surpassed in popula- 
tion and wealth by many a Persian town 
The battles then fought at desperate odds 
have become watchwords for freedom in 
every land. The Athenians and Spartans 
preferred death to slavery. The world 
has since beheld no sublimer spectacle 
than the unequal conflict in which they 
engaged. 

In gratitude for their unexampled victory, 
the Greeks consecrated one-tenth of the 
spoil to the gods. They fused a quantity of 
metals and formed from them a colossal 
triple serpent with three gaping heads, 
which they set up in the oracle of Delphi. 
On the coils they inscribed the names of 
the cities which had fought at Plataea. 
This serpent was placed by Constantine in 
339 A. D. in the center of his hippodrome 
at Constantinople. Though sadly broken 
and disfigured by time, the trophy is still 
erect on the pedestal where he placed it. 
In the Ottoman capital on that memorable 
monument I have traced the letters, some 
half effaced and some distinct as if traced 
today, which form the names of those im- 
mortal cities to whose heroism the victory 
was due, 

When the Athenians returned homeward 
only ashes and ruins marked the site of 
their former capital. Yet, through their 
energy and affection, it speedily arose 
statelier than before. Themistocles sur- 
rounded it with walls, and with other walls 
inclosed and defended the long passage 
which connected it with its harbors, Pi- 
raeus and Munychia. But the pinnacle of 
greatness which he had attained made iim

The Parthenon was the triumph of the 
Dorie style. Farther on the north rose the 
Erectheum, sacred to Athena and to her 
most ancient priestess, itself the finished 
monument of the Ionic order. Through the 
magnificent portal, the Propylaea, on the 
western front of the Acropolis, entered the 
state processions with religious pomp. 
Close inside this portal glittered the ex- 
quisite but tiny temple of Wingless Vic- 
tory, wingless inasmuch as it never hence- 
forth was to fiy from Athens. In the 


| theater of Bacchus, built against the south- 
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eastern side of the Acropolis and affording

seats for 30,000 persons, the tragedies of 
Aeschylus, Sophocles and Euripides and the 
comedies of Aristophanes were first pre- 
sented upon the stage. What other thea- 
ter in any age has ever echoed to such 
words, uttered before such an audience! 
The pillared temples are less immortal 
than the men whose memory makes the 
soil of Athens sacred ground. It was the 
age of Pericles, so called from the gifted 
statesman who for a time swayed Athenian 
affairs and devoted the resources of the 
state to the adornment of the city. As 
contemporaries, Lysias, the orator; Herod- 
otus, the father of history; Hippocrates, the 
father of medicine; Meton, the astronomer; 
Apollodorus, Zeuxis and Parrhasius, the 
painters; Anaxagorus and Socrates, the 
philosophers, walked the,streets side by 
side, Ciose upon them adibeed Thucydides 
and Xenophnn. .In the gardens of the 
academy Plato wrought out the teachings 
of his master. A little later on Apelles, the 
painter, and Praxiteles, the sculptor, divini- 
fied the human form, At the feet of these

this day the Greeks point out as the grave 
of Themistocles. 

In no fewer words can be told the story 
of those Persian wars which placed upon 
the brow of Athens the garland of military 
renown. Memorable as those martial tri- 
umphs were, they were less vast in their 
occurrence than in what they produced. 
Posterity must regard them not merely as 
an event of noble warfare, a splendid page 
speedily closed, but rather as the culminat- 
ing cause in that chain of potent causes 
which rendered the Athenian mind sponta- 
neous and prolific. 

The first cause was through a thousand 
years the idealized perfection of Athena as 
its patron and pattern. Nowhere else was 
the veneration paid her so great. Athens 
was above all other cities her very own. 
The pagan conception fell far short of a 
revelation from holy writ, but it was high- 
er than any other pagan community ever 
attained. The second cause was the ex- 
treme development of the Athenian democ- 
racy. Its freedom was indeed marked by 
excesses and mixed with license. But more 
fruitful is liberty with license than regu- 
lated order without liberty. Nowhere else 
from the mass of freedom could officials 


sages mankind still sits In reverent pupll- 
age. What was then achieved by man re- 
paid all the thotsand years of national 
training and remained the permanent price- 
less possession of the race. 

None the less in the field of Grecian poll- 
tics those were dark days for Athens. It 
is useless to recount the preliminaries of 
the Peloponnesian, war or to rehearse the 
accumulating causes which brought it on. 
The blame for its occurrence, like the ha- 
tred which gave it rise, rests equally with 
Athens and Sparta. The forces of the 
sea combined against the forces of the 
land. Interrupted by ineffectual armistices 
or treaties, it continued for twenty-seven 
fratricidal years. Almost every town in 
Greece took part for one side or the other. 
At EBegos Potamos on the Dardanelles, 
Athens and Sparta rallied their resources 
for one supreme effort. The strategy of 
the Spartan admiral laid Athens low. Her 
last fleet was captured or destroyed. In 
March, 404, the helpless city surrendered to 
her hereditary foe. 

The democratic government was over- 
thrown and a remorseless oligarchy took 
its place. Then followed months which are 


fitly called the reign of tefror. Political 
decline accompanied milita disaster, but 
the artistic and literary pfe-eminence of 
the city continued unabated, 

In the subsequent intestine troubles of 
Greece Athens eeldom played other than 
a secondary part. In the wars between 
Sparta and aggrandized Thebes she in- 
clined to whichever side seemed the weak- 
er. This was in consequence of her dread 
that she might behold in the peninsula 
a universal master. Excited by Demosthe- 
nes, she joined Thebes against Philip of 
Macedon, and saw her army destroyed 
at Chaeronea. She was the sullen, though 
inactive, enemy of Alexander. After his 
death she passed upder the power of Mace- 
don and then of Rome. Again her schools 
of philosophy and eloquence attracted stu- 
dents from all over the cjvilized world. 
Ravaged by fire and sword under Alaric 
the Goth in 396 A. D., her educational im- 
portance lasted till 629. Then the Emperor 
Justinian by a formal edict abolished her 
schools, accused of being the last strong- 
hold of paganism. 

From that time on until seventy years 
ago she was the sport of circumstances. 
As a neglected possession of the Byzantine 
empire, then a prey of petty European 
adventurers, and at last an apanage of the 
Ottomans, she filled up her melancholy 
history during thirteen centuries. When 
the Greek revolution ended in 1829 only 
two houses. were still standing on her his- 
toric site. 

In 1834 she became the resurrected capital 
of a resurrected Greece. The patriotism 
of her people now takes a just pride in her 
present prosperity, evinced by schools and 
museums and splendid edifices of every 
sort. Greeks all over the globe vie in mu- 
nificent donations to her beauty. Covering 
a larger area than in her palmiest days and 
possessing a population little less than 
when she resisted Xerxes, she has entered 
on a new career. Scattered along her mod- 
ern streets and crowning her majestic rock 
are the cherished monuments of a magnifi- 
¢ent past. Always she will be a shrine of 
pilgrimage for the cultured of every land. 
Always she will sit enthroned in the world’s 
reverence.

The contention of the county 
of Clarke {is that Lucy Coblb institute is 
liable for taxes under the ruling of the su- 
preme court in the Van House case, that 
went up from Gainesville sometime since. 
The contention of Lucy Cobb institute is 
that there being no element of profit on the 
investment of the stockholders, the rent 
eoing back into repairs on the buildings and 
grounds, there is no liability for taxes.

manship of the republican state central 
committee while he is in Japan as minis- 
ter from the United States. It is said 
that Lyons, Johnson, Locke and others 
Will exert all their energies at the proper 
time to have Walter Corbett appointed 
postmaster at Macon when the term of 
J. H. Hertz, the democratic incumbent, ex- 
pires next March. It is generally believed, 
though, that through the influence of Ma- 
jor J. F. Hanson the postmastership will 
go to Harry 8. Edwards. A strong pull, 
however, will be made for Corbett.

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Reed and the Republican Majority. 

The republican leaders are now nudg- 
ing one another and remarking confi- 
dentially that Speaker Reed had too 
much power. ‘Their confidential re- 
marks are made in so loud a tone that 
the whole country can hear them. When 
Reed retired, it was said that he desired 
his toga to fall’ on the shoulders of 
Sherman, of New York, and Mr. Sher- 
man, in order to commend himself to 
the brethren, caused it to be whispered 
around that if chosen to the important 
post he would be in favor of curtailing 
some of the powers of the speaker. Mr. 
Hopkins, of Illinois, during the few days 
that he thought he was a candidate, was 
even more emphatic in declaring that 
the speakership should not carry with 
it the power which Mr. Reed had ag. 
cumulated. 

Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, who will 
have a walk-over when congress meets, 
is said to favor the plan suggested and 
supported by most of the influential re- 
publican leaders in the house, namely. 
to take from the speaker the contro] of 
the patronage of the house, and prac- 
tically most of the control over the 
course of legislation. This plan, in brief, 
ig to sabstitute a new committee for 
the committee on rules. Under Reed’s 
rule, the speaker dominated the commit- 
tee on rules, and,-of course, had every- 
thing in his own hands. 
to prevent all legislation, and was equal- 
ly able to insist on such legislation as 
suited his whims or his desires. 

The new committee which is to take 
the place of the committee on rules, is 
to be elected by the house itself, and 
‘its membership will not include the 
speaker. This committee. through the 
dominant majority, will control the or- 
der of business and the course of legis- 
‘lation, and will be a considerable step 
in the direction of festoring to the 
house its constitutional character as a 
deliberative body. This change will 
be approved by the democratic minority. 
It will give the minority no new powers, 
but it will tend to that freedom of de- 
bate which is so desirable in a body 
which is intended to represent the peo- 


. ple. 


But this republican revolt against 
Reed, as soon as he gets out of sight and 
hearing, is both curious and amusing. 
It represents a phase of republican ex- 
perience which, we fear, will never re- 
ceive adequate treatment at the hands 
of the future historian. How did Mr. 
Reed accumulate and retain the power 
which it is now deemed essential to 
strip the speaker’s office of? All the re- 
publicans are now clamorous against 
the exercise of so much power by the 
epeaker; why were they not clamoring 
against it When Mr. Reed was engaged 
in the active exercise of it? If the very 
thought of it is obnoxious to them as 
soon as they get from under the influ- 
ence of Mr. Reed’s eye, why did they 
cloak and disguise their disapproval, 
when the so-called “czar” wag on the 
spot? 

The truth seems to be that Mr. Reed, 
being a plain, practical man, was quick 
to perceive that the men known as and 
claiming to be republican leaderg were 
without minds of their own, and lack- 
ing in the ability to initiate legislation 
and carry it through in an orderly way. 
It is said that this accumulation of pow- 
er was due to his “dominant personality,” 
Well, there is such a thing as ‘‘domi- 
nant personality,” but it doesn’t draw 
party lines. How was it that Reed 
didn’t awe the democrats with his 
“dominant personality?” Who ever 
heard of him “dominating” Crisp, or 
Bailey, or McMillan, or the most incon- 
epicuous democrat in the house? ‘The 
truth is the talk about the speaker’s 
“dominant personality” is about the 
cheapest and flimsiest excuse that the 
republicans could have hit upon as an 
explanation of the toadying by means of 
which Speaker Reed took over to him- 
self all the powers of legislation.

Important Information from Wash- 
ington. 

The secretary of state has startled 
Washington sticklers for etiquette by 
appearing at a wedding in a crash suit. 
Of course the secretary was not one of 
the main actors in the matrimonial 
drama or his act would have been in- 
excusable, but official and _ unofficial 
Washington is arguing that for one oc- 
cupying his exalted station, Secretary 
Hay hag made a decided breach by ap- 
pearing at a social function of this char- 
acter in anything else than his jim- 
swinger and high hat. 

The discussion has had one impor- 
tant effect, namely the disclosure of the 
character of summer raiment donned by 
our great men at the nation’s capital. 

We are told, for instance, that all the 
cabinet officers in Washington are wear- 
ing clothing calculated to keep them 
cool. Not that any man ever expects 
to be comfortable in the Washington 
climate—that of course ig recognized as 
an impossibility—but that these emi- 
nent officials seek wearing apparel 
which will, in some degree. mitigate the 
rigors of that climate. Secretary Long, 
for instance, wears a linen or crash 
Suit with a linen hat; Secretary Gage 
has the blue serge habit. with the ad- 
dendum of white vest; Secretary Hay 
ils another of the crash and linen wear- 
ers; Secretary Wilson and the president 
are, however, too much sticklers for the 
dignity of their offices to be seen any- 
where in anything but the conventional 
black, though they get it in as light 
weight as possible. The secretary of 
agriculture, like the president, is ad- 
dicted to the palm leaf fan habit. 

All of these things are carefully 
chronicled by the veracious correspon- 
dents, and it is well. So long as our 
“Tulers” are doing the best they know 
how to keep cool, the rest of us will 
feel reasonably sure that the country is 
safe, 
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An Important Question. 


The Washington correspondent of The 
New York Evening Post has entered 
upon a discussion of the subject of ne- 
gro democrats, and refers to a plan 
which Charles H. J. Taylor, himself a 
negro democrat, had outlined. It was 
Taylor’s idea, it seems, to get a nation- 
al convention to pass upon the question 
of white primaries. The correspon- 
dent of The Post thinks that this effort 
would have brought confusion to the 
party in those states of the north where 
the democratic party contains a ¢on- 
tingent of colored voters. 

This scheme is so silly in its concep- 
tion that The Constitution must be par- 
doned for disbelieving that it wag orig- 
inal with Taylor. It wag probably thrust 
upon his attention by some of the mug- 
wump brethren who flitted for a brief 
period around the sputtering candle of 
Clevelandism. Taylor knew just as well 
as anybody else that white primaries 
are the result of the fact that the great 
bulk of the negro voters are blindly 
and ignorantly republican. The term 
“white primaries” simply recognizes the 
color line which the negroes themselves 
have drawn ever since the day when the 
carpetbaggers and scalawags promised 
them forty acres and a mule. 

At a “white primary” a white man 
known to be a republican would not be 
allowed to cast a vote unless he pledged 
himself to support the candidate chosen 
by the primary. On the other hand, 
the vote of a negro who had demonstrat- 
ed his democracy would not be refused. 
Taylor knows this as well ag anybody, 
and this is why we take leave to doubt 
whether the plan attributed to him was 
really his. Under present circumstances, 
and in view of the changed attitude of 
the public mind on the question of 
“manhood suffrage,” so-called, such a 
test &S that proposed would be both sil- 
ly and futile. 

It wag not difficult to realize that the 
mugwump element is insensible to this 
change of public sentiment. That ele- 
ment supposes itself to be superior to 
public sentiment, and at certain seasons 
of the year it is even superior to the 
republican party except when the barn- 
yard fowls are mouthing. Neverthe- 
less, the people of the country have come 
to the conclusion that negro suffrage 
Was a mistake. They have been driv- 
en to this conclusion by sad experiment 
and dear experience. It was a mistake 
not because the negro is black, or yel- 
low, or green, or blue, but because he is 
not fitted by his intelligence or hig con- 
dition to decide, as it were, the fate of 
states and communities. 

This, after all, is the purport of the 
ballot. In a republic it decides the fate 
of states and communities, and the result 
depends not so much on the superficial 
affair we call “education” as on those 
aspirations, ambitions and desires which 
are the nature of an inheritance from 
generation to generation through a long 
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| period of time. To a casual reader of 
history the American republic ig the re- 
sult of a revolt against British rule. To 
the sociologist equipped for his business, 
it hag its origin in movements begun 
hundreds of years ago. ‘That which is 
ethnologically against the negro race in 
Africa igs the fact that through all these 
long centuries it has worked out no 
civilization of its own; it has made 
no advance in any direction that could 
be called improvement. In that respect 
it is the only race in the world that 
stands on the same footing with the 
North American Indian. 

We mention these facts in order to 
say that it ig not at all discreditable to 
the negro in America that he has made 
no greater strides foward enlighten- 
ment than ig now apparent. The 
fact that he has made a very great-——a 
most remarkable advance—since he was 
rescued from the savage state of slav- 
ery in which the shipowners of Old and 
New England found him some three 
hundred years ago, is evidence sufficient- 
ly strong that his future is assured. 

At the same time, it is equally true 
that the bulk of the negro population 
in thig country hag not arrived at that 
period in its American career when it 
can be trusted to settle the destinies of 
states and communities. To us it seems 
more desirable, and it certainly is more 
important, to discuss the ways and 
means by which the race is to reach the 
end for which it igs aiming than it is 
to consider whether the negro should 
be a republican or a democrat. 
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The Latest Thing in Servants. 


The latest tip from the inner circles 
of the Four Hundred is that we must 
employ maids in livery. No longer is 
the haughty butler with his mighty air 
and his English accent, carefully cul- 
tivated in Harlem or Weehawken, to be 
tolerated, but he must now make way 
for the butler maid. 

This, we are told, is an extension of a 
recently adopted English custom, ana 
that it is taking strong hold in the east. 
Indeed, it is to be quite the thing at the 
Newport cottages of the Vanderbilts and 
such other leaders of the American aris- 
tocracy as Mrs. Potter-Palmer-of-the- 
Palmer-House-Chicago, who can be re- 
lied upon to keep us duly educated in 
matters of etiquette. 

The butler maid, we are told, must be 
a person of executive ability, for she is 
sort of head of the servant household. 
She should be a graduate of some cook- 
ing school, though, of course, it is not 
material that she should be able to cook; 
it never is necessary so long as one 
holds a diploma. The most essential 
thing, however, is a proper livery, for 
the butler without livery is impossible, 
The livery, as laid down by the social 
mentors responsible for the spread of 
the craze in this country, is made up 
as follows: A straight, well-cut skirt, 
stitched deeply about the hem, which 
reaches only to the ankles; an Eton 
jacket, trim and well-fitting, which turns 
back from a white shirt front and low 
waistcoat with a dress suit effect; a 
high collar and black string tie. Black 
broadcloth for state occasions and black, 
lusterless brilliantine for ordinary wear, 
are the proper things. 

We eive this information in detall 
because we confidently expect this but- 
ler-maid fad to spread rapidly through 
the rural sections of Georgia and we 
feel that the thing must be properly 
cone, if done at all. 


The Girls Are Too Clean. 


The:-Women’s Municipal Improvement 
Association of Newark, N. J., has de- 
clared against the cleanliness of the 
pretty girl waiters at the restaurants 
of that enterprising city. They not 
only think the girls too clean, but con- 
demn the system which makes them 
spend their money for cleanliness. 

It seems that in order to attract cus- 
tomers to their places, the restaurant 
proprietors of that city require their 
waitresses to look clean and attractive, 
and to bring about that end, have stipu- 
lated that they must wear a certain 
number of clean aprons and white shirt- 
waists each week. 

It is this rule at which the female re- 
formers are aiming. Ostensibly the 
reagon they advocate its abrogation 1s 
that it costs the girls more than they 
can well afford from their wages; but 
it has been discovered that the resolu- 
tion demanding the abrogation of the 
order was introduced by a woman whose 
husband is a frequenter of a lunchroom, 
where the waiters are particularly at- 
tractive, and that it was carried through 
the association meeting by the votes of 
other women whose husbands were sim- 
ilarly afflicted.

| SOME ATLANTIANS 
FORTY YEARS AGO 


I have just spent an hour glancing 
through Atlanta’s first directory a second 
time. 

It is astonishing how much interesting 
matter can be found in a directory forty 
years old. 

In 1859, when this book was compiled, 
Atlafita had only one military company, 
the Gate City Guard, with the following 
officers: George H. Thompson, captain; 
W. L. Ezzard, first lieutenant; 8. W. Jones, 
second Meutenant; John H. Lovejoy, third 
lieutenant; James L. Lewis, first sergeant; 
Wilson Ballard, second sergeant; Willis P. 
Chisolm, third sergeant; James H. Purtell, 
fourth sergeamt; Thomas M. Clarke, first 
corporal; James E. Butler, second corporal; 
FE. Holland, third corporal; Joseph Thomp- 
son, Jr., fourth corporal; James F. Alexan- 
der, surgeon; Daniel Pittman, secretary and 
treasurer. 

The directory contained a footnote stat- 
ing that a light infantry company was 
then organizing, of which Alex M. Wal- 
lace was captain. 

Sidney Root was president of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, aided by A. 8. 
Talley, treasurer; John B. Peck, corre- 
sponding secretary; Harry Krouse, record- 
ing secretary; Lewis Lawshe, John Clark, 
J. Hill Davis and M, CG. Cole, vice presi- 


dents. 


At that time Sidney Root was a member 
of the big dry goods firm of Beach & Root, 
on Whitehall street. The house transacted 
a tremendous business, and was a favorite 
center for the society ladies of the city. 

Among the clerks were such gentlemen as 
Joseph Thompson, Jr., A. 8S. Talley, Moses 
Cole, E. D. Cheshire, Harry Krouse, Mr. 
Brown, John Davis anu William F. Peck. 

The firm was quite prosperous, and a few 
years later its branch house in Liverpool 
was a creditor of the confederate govern- 
ment to the extent of $8,000,000! 

But, there were others among those old 
Aflantians destined to become millionaires. 
F. M. Jack was one of them. When the 
confederacy collapsed he lost practically 
everything, although the day before the 
surrender he was worth $5,000,000. 

While these figures represent confederate 
currency, it should be recollected that this 
paper money, even in 1864, would have 
bought greenbacks at five for one, or gold 
at twenty for one. 


Jack's bakery and confectionary was next 
decor to the store of Beach & Root, and 
nearly oposite were the stores of J. J. 
Richards & Co. and John M. Holbrook. 
Retween Beach & Root’s and Alabama 
street were McPherson's book store and 
Massey & Lansdell’s drug store, and below 
them on the corner was the dry goods 
house of Solmons, Matthews & Co. John 
L. Cutting & Co.’s dry goods store was 
also in this group. One of Cutting’s clerks 
was William 8S. Everett. 

There was not a more popular block In 
Atlanta, and the best people of the town 
were to be seen along there every day. 

The city had no business league—no 
chamber of commerce—but it had a splen- 
did set of business men, and a spirit of 
comradeship bound the capitalists, mer- 
chants and manufacturers and clerks to- 
gether. 

Nobody dreamed of a gilded 400, and no- 
body wanted to be in it. 

The clerk who sold goods all day over 
the counter danced that night with his 
lady customers at the swellest party of 
the season. 

Many of these clerks, three years later, 
were gallant confederate officers and sol- 
diers, and some of them are today among 
our wealthiest and most prominent citi- 
zens. 


No Kimball or Aragon attracted the 
crowd, but Dr. Thompson's Atlanta hotel 
and J. D. Gilbert’s Trout house were fine 
hostelries, and some of the most famous 
Americans of the time stopped there. 

The Athenaeum, on Decatur street, was 
“the Grand” of that dav, and its owner, 
Mr. J. E. Williams, was the DeGive of 
his generation. 

In that old theater I got my first taste 
of the drama, going to see the celebrated 
Crisp.in “Rolla the Peruvian.”’ 

Being very green about such matters, I 
was shocked when the curtain rolled up, 
revealfng what I thought was a very wise- 
looking man attired only in a brie? shirt. 
The actor was Crisp, and I soon learned 
that his costume was patterned after Rol- 
la’s, an excellent rig for the warm sea- 
son. . 

Many of our active citizens who are still 
on deck figure in this old directory. 

Among the names are George W. Adair, 
A. D. Adair, Dr. J. F. Alexander, C. F.

Uncle Zion Bridwell is down as a printer 
in The National American office. 

The directory omits the names of hun- 
dreds of citizens who at that time were 
very young men. It gives only the names 
of white adults. No colored people are 
mentioned, as they were slaves. 

Many middle-aged men who claim that 
they were cflizens of Atlanta forty years 
ago are not in the dfrectory. They were 
probably under twenty-one when it was 
compiled. 

It is hard to believe that a city with such 
a small directory in 1859 managed two or 
three years later to send about forty com- 
panies of soldiers to the front. 

But the city grew fapidly in 1860-61-62-63, 
and when Sherman beleaguered the place 
it had about 30,000 inhabitants, and was a 
greater manufacturing center than ft has 
ever been since. 

‘The old guard dies, but never surren- 
ders,”’ said Ney at Waterloo. 

The same is true of Atlanta’s old guard. 
Looking over this list of names, and noting 
the hundreds which may now be read on 
the fombstones in Oakland, and then glanc- 
ing at those still witn us, the thought oc- 
curred to me that no city in the world 
ever had a brighter, truer, pluckier set of 
men. 

Our old Atlantians had to confront many 
difficulties and dangers, but they pulled 
tegether most loyally and made a proud 
record. 

The upstarts who sneer at the old At- 
lanta merely show their ignorance. In 
any other country a city with such a his- 
tory would be beautified and its heroic 
battlefields preserved at fhe expense of 
the government. 

Another thing is worth remembering. 
Many of the builders of Atlanta came here 
poor country boys. They educated them- 
selves, made fortunes, stood in the front 
rank of progress, and lived to be welcork- 
ed as the equals of the successful Amer- 
icans who started tn life with wealth and 
influence to back them in the great centers 
of culture and capital. 

Praise the new Atlanta as much as you 
please; the old Atlanta will 1ank in history 
with some of the most famous cities fhat 
ever passed through a baptism of fire and 
blood. 

Only a few of the old guard remain. 
Give them love and honor now. The trib- 
ute of tears w§l come later.

Instead of 
the large buildings, which are much like 
boarding houses, the modern idea is to have 
the houses small, so as to give the matron 
time to mother and show her love to each 
individual child. God has made families 
small, and the best results in the orphan- 
ages can only be obtained by following 
God's plan. 

The Baby cottage is to hold some dozen 
or fifteen babies, It has been built by the 
gifts of the First Methodist church, under 
the direction of the Woman's Home Mis- 
sion Society. It is the first building in the 
south erected particularly for babies. Al- 
most all orphanages refuse to take babies, 
because it is so difficult and expensive to 
care for them; but these ladies have en- 
abled th6 home at Decatur to properly 
provide for the babies, which they have 
been taking care of for several years, It 
will be a beautiful picture to preserve in 
the heart to see these ladies, surrounded 
by the infant class of that church and the 
babies of the home, dedicate jit to the 
lambs of whom Jesus said: “Feed my 
lambs."’ 

The two hundred and twenty-five acres of 
the orphans’ home is to be tastefully laid 
out and arranged for pretty cottages, which 
will doubtless be erected as monuments 
of the noble dead and living, and of the 
many churches in north Georgia. The 
growth from forty to one hundred and 
thirty orphan inmates in less than five 
years shows the life and geal of the home. 

Workshop, laundry and other ‘buildings 
are much needed. All friends of the or- 
phans, the members of the First and other 
churches, the Epworth Leaguers, are cor- 
dially invited to take cars to the Sunday 
school tabernacle in Decatur, where they 
will be met, and those ladies who can’t 
walk the third of a mile will be carried 
over.

‘It ig interesting to look back and com- 
pare the attitude of the church of a hun- 
dred years ago in regard to certain forms 
of vice with the sentiment of today,” said 
Dr. W. W. Landrum. 

“For instance, take gambling as an ex- 
ample. You will find no reference in the 
Bible to this word. The Jews did not 
number gambfling as one of their vices. The 
nearest approach to games of chance that 
we have any-biblical record of is the cast- 
ing of lots. For this reason the early 
chureh looked on gambling leniently and 
did not condemn it. In this connection it is 
an interesting fact that the first church of 
Providence, R. I., was built from money 
made by a lottery. According to the rec- 
ords of those days this procedure was by 
no means uncommon. 

“Then there is the drink habit. The 
churches of today regard drunkenness as 
one of the greatest crimes against society, 
and most of them are active in the promo- 
tion of temperance societies. One hundred. 
or seventy-five years ago, drinking was well 
nigh universal, and was indulged in Ly the 
mest devout church members. It is a well- 
known fact that no public gathering or 
festivity was considered complete without 
a large amount of intoxicants of the strong- 
est kind. At funerals, weddings, christen- 
ings and church gatherings alike rum was 
considered indispensable, and drunkenness 
was by no means infrequent. 

“Some days ago I chanced to see an ex- 
tract from an old New England newspaper 
which read as follows: ‘At the last meet- 
ing it was decided to vote a sufficient sum 
of money to purchase two barrels of rum, 
one barrel of port, one barrel of molasses, 
one barrel of pork and 6 shillings worth of 
Pipes and tobacco to raise our meeting 
house with.’ 

“ ‘Raising a meeting house’ in those days 
must have been a hilarious occasion. 

“The change of sentiment along these 
lines has been steady. I am inclined to 
think that if temperance jis to become a 
reality, it will be brought aLout by agen- 
cles that are working quietly toward that 
end. Take, for instance. the life insurance 
companies. They will not insure a man 
who is known to be a hard drinker, and as 
insurance is something of vast importance 
to every man, many have broken the habit 
for this one reason alone. Then there are 
the railroads—they won't employ a man 
who drinks to excess. The labor organi- 
zations and the fraternal orders ore also 
frowning down the habit.

About Cloves. 

Can you give me any information in re- 
gard to cloves. Where do they come from 
and what are they used for? F. B. F.

More cloves are sald to be used in Amer- 
ica than in anv other country. England and 


this countrv and in Great Britain thev are 


France they are used largely in the mann- 
facture of certain liquors. To some de- 
gree they are employed in medicine for 
their tonic properties. The name clove {fs 
from the French clou. meaning a nail. The 
tree is an evergreen, growing from forty to 
fifty feet high. with large, oblong leeves 
and crimson flowers at the end of small 
branches in elusters of from ten to twenty. 
The tree belongs to the same family as the 
guava, the pomegranate and the rose apple. 
The cloves are at first white, then light 
green, and at the time of gathering bright 
red. Pieces of white cloth are spread under 
the trees at the harvesting time, and the 
branches are beaten gently with bambono 
sticks until the cloves drop. They are dried 
in the sun, being tossed about daily until 
they attain the rich dark color which pro- 
claims them ready for shipment. A clove 
tree begins to hear at the age of about ten 
years, and continues until it reaches the 
age of seveny-five years. There are two 
crops a year, one in June and the other in 
December. Hot weather {ts favorable to the 
crop, although a litte fog is said to im- 
prove the flavor. | 


Saws Are Ancient Instruments. 
Are saws ancient or modern instruments? 
CARPENTER. 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Ws were used Ly the ancient Egyptians. 
One that was discovered, with several other 
carpenters’ tools in 
Thebes is now preserved in the British 
Museum. The blade, which appears to be 


one and one-fvurth inches broad at the wid- 
est part. The teeth are irregular, and ap- 
pear to have been formed by striking a 
blunt-edged instrument against the edge of 
the plate, the burr, or rough shoulder. thus 
produced not being removed. 

A painting copied in Rosellini’s work on 
Egypt antiquities represents a man using 
a similar saw, the piece of wood that he 
is cutting being held between two upright 
posts. In other representations the timber 
is bound with ropes to a single post. and In 
one, also copied by Rosellint, the workman 
is engaged in tightening the rope, having 
left the saw sticking in the cut. 

In an engraving given in the third volume 
of “Wilkinson’s Manners and Customs of 
the Ancient Egyptians,” a saw is represent- 
ed of much larger dimensions,’ its iength 


than three or four teet. It does not ap- 
pear that the Egyptians used saws worked 
Ly two men. 

The invention of saws was yariously at- 
tributed by the Greeks to two or three in- 
dividuals, who are supposed to have taken 


the backbone of a fish. There is a very 
curious picture among the remains discov- 
ered in the ruins of Herculaneum. repre- 
senting the interior of a carpenter's work- 


preserved in the Capitoline Museum at 
Rome there is a perfect representation of 
a bow saw, exactly resembling, in the form 
of a frame and the twisted cord for tight- 
ening it, those used by modern carpenters. 
From these remains it is evident that these 
forms of the instruments were known to 
the ancients.

COMMITTEE WILL LOOK OVER LINES 


Lively Discussion Occurs Over Rich- 
ardson Street. Controversy—Con- 
solidated Allowed To Make 
Connections on Forsyth 
and Peachtree, 


The committee on electric and other rail- 
ways of the city council held its regular 
meeting at the city hall yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. Chief among the matters 
considered was the application of the 
Collins Park and Belt Railway Company 
for various franchises on the principal 
streets of the city, 

Quite a large crowd of prominent citizens 
were present to hear the discussion. The 
Consolidated was represented by President’ 
Woodruff, ex-President Joel Hurt, Attorney 
John B. Goodwin and several other officials. 
The Collins Park and Belt Railway Com- 
pany was represented by President Sim- 
mons, Secretary and Treasurer H. M. At- 
kinson, Attorney Morris Brandon and Su- 
perintendent Zimmerman. 

The committeemen held a short consulta- 
tion before the session was called to order, 
and decided not to go into the merits of 
the petition at that session, but to visit 
the streets asked for before bringing in a 
final decision. Mr. Atkinson, however, was 
granted a short hearing, in which he stated 
his company was in earnest in its intention 
to build a large system of railroads in At- 
lanta, and was particularly desirous of 
going to work at soon as possible. 

“It is not our destre,’’ said he, ‘‘to attack 
any company of street railroads. We are 
glad to see others prosper in Atlanta, and 
all we want is a fair showing, and we wil! 
begin work just as soon as the council 
grants the franchises. It has been rumored 
around town that this announcement on 
our part was merely a bluff. This is abso- 
lutely false. We have the money, and are 
anxious to build. We have come to the 
conclusion this town is not grown, and 
that our investment will be a paying one. 
There are many streets in Atlanta on which 
there is no street railroad, and we think 
it nothing but fair that we be granted these 
franchises.” 

President Simmons and Attorney Brandon 
made short speeches along the same line 
as Mr. Atkinson, urging the committee to 
render a report as quickly as possible, so 
that the company might begin its work. 

Mr. Brandon stated he did not know 
whether there was any opposition to his 
petitions or not. He said no objection had 
been raised so far, and wanted any one 
who would oppose the granting of his fran- 
chises to speak out. 

Neither Mr. Hurt nor Mr. Woodruff spoke 
in opposition to the granting of the fran- 
chises. 

Offered a Car Free. 
President Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 


offered the committee is line free 
of charge in order to véew the routes asked 
for by the Collins ParkK company. 


“T am certain,” said Mr. Woodruff, ‘‘you 

can see all the streets on which they want 
to build from our line.”’ 
“TT think the committee should give the 
Consolidated a rising vote of thanks,” said 
Attorney Luther Rosser, ‘‘for it is the first 
time this company has ever offered to do 
anything for the city.’’ This remark cre- 
ated great amusement in the committee 
room. 

Chairman Burns announced to the rail- 
way men that the committee would inspect 
the proposed routes as soon as possible, and 
that all those wishing to be heard would 
be given ample notice and opportunity. 

The Richardson Street Matter. 

The committee then went into the consid- 
eration of the Richardson street matter. 
It will be remembered that the Atlanta 
railway first asked to take up its line on 
this thoroughfare, but the citizens living 
there raised such a strong objection that 
President Woodruff decided to withdraw 

his petition. He asked, however, to tye 
all.wed to make a connection with his 

Whitehall street line via McDaniel street, 
and several prominent citizens of Richard- 
gon street were present yesterday after- 
hoon to argue against this connection on 

the ground that it would result in a dead 
line on Richardson street. 

Attorney J A. Hynds represented the 

Richardson street citizens. He ardued 

that a change in the present excellent ser- 

vice on Richardson street would undoubt- 
edly be a great injustice to the property 

Owners there, in that they had improved 

their property in conformity to the street 

Car ine. He stated that the teachers of 

the Ira street school, close by, had signed 

the petition against the McDaniel strect 
extension and that the city should pro- 
tect its own employees as well as the 

Property rights of its citizens. He also 

cited where several property owners, who 

had started to build in the neighborhood 
of Richardson street, had stopped work 

When they heard of the probable change 

in the street car service. Mr. Hurt asked

Mr. Nunhally was 
Present and corroborated Mr. Hynds's 
statement. 

President Woodruff and ex-President 
Hurt, of the Consolidated, told the com- 
mittee it was not the desire of their com- 
pany to injure the service on Richardson 
Street, but on the contrary to improve 
it, They thought the Richardson street peo- 
ple were mistaken in the position they had 
taken, and claimed that it was the aim 
of their company to Sive the best service 
to the greatest number. When asked the 
direct question if they would guarantee 
that the present Richardson street sched- 
ules would not be injured, they refused 
to make any such guarantee. 

A. P. Stewart, a Richardson street citi- 
zen, protested against the plan of the com- 
pany. He stated he gave the company 
$5,000 cash several years ago with the 
understanding a thirty-minute schedule 
should be maintained to the barracks. 

Question of Legality. 

“What we are opposing,”’ continued Mr. 
Hynds, “is the consolidation of these two 
railway systems—the Consolidated and the 
Atlanta railway. If you committeemen 
think these companies have any such right 
I respectfully refer you to the city attor- 
ney for the legal aspect of the case.” 

Mr. Hynds stated some weeks ago that 
the Richardson street citizons would carry 
the fight to the supreme court if necessary. 
He claims that the law relative te competi- 
tion among street railroads js in his favor. 

The following statement from H. D. 
Hynds, another Richardson street citizen, 
before the committee, created some sur- 
prise: 

“Before President Woodruff, of the 
Atlanta railway, withdrew his petition 
to take up the Richardson street tracks 
I was told by an employee of the Con- 
solidated that President Woodruff in- 
tended to withdraw this petition and 
afterwards abandon the Richardson 
street tracks.”’ 

Messrs. Hurt and Woodruff tried to make 
Mr. Hynds tell the name of the informer, 
but he positively refused. 

Decision Was Postponed. 

The committee decided to visit McDaniel 
street before rendering its decision. Before 
going over the proposed route yesterday 
afternoon, however, the solons voted to 
allow the Atlanta railway to connect its 
Forsyth street line with the Consolidated 
line at Whitehall and Peachtree streets, 
and to allow the Consolidated to form a 
connection with the Atlanta railway at the 
junction of Cooper and Whitehall streets.

“The Idler’ had never been seen in At- 
lanta and it was a revelation to the au- 
dience. It is strongly drawn, the char- 
acters are natural and the tragedy and 
comedy blended in a delightful maaner. 

The way in which the play was 
put on last night was far ahead 
of anything the Thanhouser-Hatch 
company has essayed this season. Each 
member of the company had a congenial 
role and each acted his or her part in a 
manner above criticism. 

The plot of ‘‘The Idler’ is out of the or- 
dinary. Mark Cross, the principal char- 
acter, ig a young London bachelor, whose 
character is a strange contraction. He 
is yong, handsome, rich and—an_ idier. 
In the early days of his career he is one 
of many who went to the frontier of: Amer- 
ica in search of excitement. There he 
meets Simeon Strong and Gentleman Jack, 
later Sir John Harding, two men who af- 
terwards play an important part in his 
life. John Harding, at this period of his 
career, is the young and dissipated son of 
a titled Englishman. One day in a drunken 
revel he kills the brother of Simeon Strong. 
The circumstances are such as to point to 
murder, and he furthers this idea by sud- 
denly disappearing. . 

One day during a flood at Golden gulch 
Mark Cross is the means of saving Simeon 
Strong's life. 

The first act is laid in London ten years 
after these incidents have taken place. 
Gentleman Jack has returned to Engjand, 
is a member of parliament and happily 
married to the daughter of General Mer- 
ryweather. Mark Cross, who had been 
desperately in love with Miss Merryweath- 
er, appears on the scene six months after 
her marriage and meets Sir John Harding 
for the first time since the latter’s sudden 
disappearance from Golden gulch. At this 
meeting he informs him of Simeon Strong's 
vow of vengeance and the sentiment of 
Golden gulch in regard to the killing. 
Strong also comes to London and meets 
Harding and informs him of his inten- 
tion to have him arrested and carried to 
America.

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CROWDED SCH 
A PROBLEM FOR BOARD 


The publie schools of Atlanta will be 
more crowded nex: September than at any 
time in their history. The public school 
Officials are becomfng alarmed about the 
matter and they are of the opinion that 
something must be done at once :o relieve 
‘he pressure. 

Allowing sixty pupils to each classroom 
in the schools, which is a larger number 
than is placed in classes e'sewhere in the 
United States, there will be fifteen clusses 
which will have more children in them 
than can be accommodated. This is shown 
in a tabulated statement made to the board 
of education at its meetMng tast Thursday 
afternoon by Major W. \F. Siaton, superin- 
tendent of the system. 

He made up this statement during 
last week of the last term of school. 
obtained the number of children who had 
been promoted and in this manner com- 
piled a statement of the number of chil- 
dren who would be in each grade rext 
term. It is this statement which shows 
that an excess in fifteen of the grades will 
occur next September. 

And this statement, it must be remem- 
bered, was compiled solely from the num- 
ber of children promoted last term and 
doeg not take into consideration the num- 
bers that will apply for seats who never 
before attended the public schools of At- 
lanta, nor does it make provision for those 
who dropped out of school last year, but 
who intend during the coming terin to 
again apply for admission. 

The statement also ignores the children 
whose parents will move to this city dur- 
ing the summer and who will desire to 
send their children to the public schools, 
One feature of the case which has been 
mentioned several times is that many of 
the present residents of Atlanta came here 
because of the excellence of the public 
schoo] system and {ft is only fair ‘to pre- 
sume that others will come here during the 
next few months, as numbers do every 
year, in order to enter their children into 
the schools in the fall. 

The tabulated statement mentioned by 
Superintendent Slaton in his report to the 
board of education, which shows that 
fifteen grades will have an overplus of 
pupils when vacation is over, is as follows:

It is true that more than sixty pupils 
will be found in other grades, but these 
have double classes and two teachers. 

Those who are scheduled for seats inthe 
first grades are those who were in the B 
Classes last term or who were not pro- 
moted from the A classes. 

In ‘Davis s'reet and Williams atreet 
schools there are only six grades. Conse- 
quentiy those who appear in tthe table as 
belonging to the seventh grades of those 
schools next term wil] have to be distrib- 
uted among the corresponding grades of 
neighboring schools. 

In Edgewood avenue, 
Formwalt street schools there are only 
seven grades, and consequently children 
promoted from them will have to be dis- 
tributed in the eighth grades of neighbor- 
ing schools, 

To relieve the already crowded condition 
and to make room for the children who 
will enter the system for the first time the 
board of education has ea Nand only $4,000. 
This money is now held by the finance 
committee, of which Judge J. G. Blood- 
worth is cha.rman. Of course it is need- 
less to state that it is not half or one- 
third as much as is needed in order to re- 
lieve the crowded condition and the board 
of education has no little apprehension 
upon the subject. , 

The matter was to have come up for 
discussion at the last meeting of the board 
but the absence of Judge Bloodworth pre- 
vented. Some time ago the finance com- 
mittee wag instructed by the board to 
make use of the money in building addi- 
tlons ‘o the schools which would be the 
worst crowded during the coming term. 

This the finance committee committee 
undertook to do, but after finding that ad- 
ditions of from one ‘to three rooms were 
needed at almost every public school in 
the city it was decided to let the matt@ 
rest until the board had taken action upon 
it. When this condition was reported to 
the board the finance committee was in- 
structed to make full report upon the im- 
provements and additions needed at the 
various schools and to suggest where the 
money should be expended. The commit- 
tee will render this report at the next 
meeting, 

Some members of the board are in favor 
of bullding additions to the schools, but 
others favor purchasing a school sita 
trusting in providence and the city eounci! 
for funds with which to erect the building. 

It is impossible to state what will be 
done, but it is certain that unless some 
steps are taken to relieve the crowded 
Conditions which will inevitably prevail a 
large number of children will be unable te 
find seats.

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Jun® 26.—The four- 
oared race over the two mile course today 
was won by Pennsylvania. Time 11 min- 
utes and 12 seconds. Cornell was second. 
Time 11 minutes and 145 seconds. Time of 
first mile Pennsylvania 6:29 3-5; Cornell 
6:33. Strokes: One-half mile, Pennsylva- 
nia thirty-six; Cornell, thirty-six. One 
mile, Pennsylvania, thirty-five; Cornell.

Cornell had dropped down 
to the Courtney stroke of thirty-three to 
the minute and although inch by inch 
the Quakers’ boat shoved to the front 
they were never increased during the mile. 
Just as the crews got under the shadow 
of the great bridge and When Pennsylva- 
nia had succeeded in obtaining a lead of 
almost a shell length the ferryboat crossed 
the river and threw a heavy swell. It 
was either because the Pennsylvania bow 
oar, who did the steering, felt the effect 
of the swell and turned toward its center 
or else lost his bearings that the she!l 
turned almost directly toward Cornell and 
to avoid a seemingly probable collision the 
Cornell boat was turned away also. 

Quick as a flash Pennsylvania straight- 
ened out again and when they cleared the 
great abutments it was seen that they 
had a lead over Cornell of fully a Jength 
and a quarter, there being clear water 
between the boats. From this point of 
the batile-to the finish there was little 
material change, unless {t may have been 
at the mile and three-quarters mark, 
where Cornell hit the stroke up to thirty- 
four and started to close the gap.

TURF EXCHANGE. TEST CASE. 
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City Detectives Say the Place Is Run 
in Violation of a City Or- 
dinance. 

‘A test case will be made of the local of- 
fice of the Piedmont Turf Exchafge. The 
city detectives allege that it is being run 
in violation of a city ordinance, while W. R. 
Cannon, the proprietor of the exchange, 
contends that his local office does not con- 
flict with any laws passed by the coun- 

cil 

A case was booked on the city docket 
at the police barracks shortly after noon 
yesterday by Captain Slatghter and Detec- 
tive Barrett against W. R. Cannon, who is 
charged with “keeping and maintaining a 
place of business where betting is done on 
horse racing, which is run out of the 
city.” 

The ‘“‘place”’ referred to is in the bar of 
Harry Spillman, corner Marietta and For- 


Syth streets. There the local sports who 
have not the time to visit the Piedmont 
Turf Exchange, near Exposition park, 
gather whenever any of the horses are run- 
ning. It is a favorite spot in the city, and 
while the horses are going around the 
curves on the big tracks the crowd in the 
bar is intensely excited. 

The rear of the saloon is fitted up with 
a large blackboard, where the horses, the 
names of the jockeys who ride them to vic- 
tory or defeat,*the weights and odds are 
all written out. The legal point is on the 
betting. 

If a sport wants to play a horse to win, 
he sends his money by a messenger to the 
office of the ‘turf exchange at Piedmont 
park. The messenger then returns with 
the money {f the horse wins, or with the 
compliments of the exchange if the animal 
gets thrown down by faster beasts. 

There is a telephone connection Letween 
the saloon and the office of the turf ex- 
change, and the head office is telephoned 
when money is on the way out. he ex- 
change then telephones to the elty which 
horses win and the announcement is made 
on the blackboard. 

The detectives feel that the city ordi- 
nance jn regard to pool rooms js being vio- 
lated, and they desire’'a decision on the 
gubject. The case will go before Recorder 
Broyles tomorrow morning and his decision 
will probably settle the matter, as it is not 
thought that either side will desire to carry 
it to the higher courts.

CABLES WERE UNFAVORABLE 


Statements Generally Brilliant Con- 
cerning the Co-giition of the Crop. 
Close Was Steady. 


New York, June 26.—The opening of the 
stock market this morning showed a jump 
in prices and something like a rush to buy, 
which spread rapidly through the whole 
raliroad list. In due course of time a num- 
ber of industrials also took on some show 
of strength. When this development be- 
came obvious the railroads paused in their 
advance as though to shake off the follow- 
ing industrial stocks. Acute weakness in 
the local traction stocks, Steel and Wire 
and the ‘T'obacco stocks first checked the 
advance. The ¢ailroads held firm for a 
time, but before the day was over bullish 
enthusiasm had somewhat expended itself, 
and the closing dealings showed a rather 
easy tone with the prices of the railroads 
sharply below the best. A movement in the 
VanderLilts was by far the most conspicu- 
ous of the day, and was of course based on 
the repofted lease of the Boston and Al- 
bany by the New York Central for a term 
of ninety-nine yéars. The ramifications of 
the Vanderbilt properties are so vast, and 
the possibilities of consolidation so- im- 
portant, that a movement in these stocks is 
aiways certain to have a stimulating ef- 
fect on the whole railroad list, and for the 
Same reason the Vanderbilt group is very 
likely to be picked out for manipulation by 
operators for a rise. As the floating sup- 
ply of these stocks is not large, such ma- 
nipulation is not si di cult as might seem. 
New York Central was one time today up 
3 points, but it lost 1 point on the failure of 
officitalco nfirmation or on even admission 
of the correctness of the Boston and Al- 
bany report. This, together with further 
engagements of gold exports, was the im- 
portant influence in the reactionary ten- 
dency throughout the market. Chicago and 
Northwestern,- Omaha, Union Pacific and 
Oregon Short line securities are responded 
sharply in sympathy with New York Cen- 
tral’s strength. The weakness in New York 
Traction stocks today was due to rumors of 
approaching labor troubles. Sugar and a 
few other specialties showed early strength, 
but the-industrials, with few exceptions, 
vielded before the close. Good reports of 
current railroad earnings, esvecially in the 
west and southwest, were factors in the 
strength of the rallroads. Decreases in 
operating expenses of southwestern rail- 
roads was a feature of the May statements 
received, the May income of Atchison be- 
Ing increased largely by this means to the 
extent of over $500.000. St. Paul’s May 
statement, on the other hand, showed the 
gross increases more than swallowed up 
by the enlorged operating expenses.

Cents Early in Wheat. 


RECOVERED SHARPLY LATER 


Closed Only Fraction Lower—Corn and 
Oats Were Strong and Closed 
Slightly Higher. 
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Chicago, June 2.—Wheat at one time to- 
day showed a decline of nearly 2c from 
Saturday, but ultimately recovered all but 
%@%c of this break. Enormous receipts at 
primary points controlled the market. Corn 
and oats were fairly strong, closing ‘sc 
higher each. Provisions dectined slightly 
ali around. 

For a few minutes around the opening in 
wheat it looked as !f Saturday's sharp de- 
cline was to be repeated. The same in- 
fluences—heavy receipts, weak cables and 
favorable crop conditions—were present 
and influenced considerable new liquida- 
tions, The opening in September was 71% 
@74%c compared with Saturday’s closing 
price of 74%@74%c. The market broke still 
further at once under heavy selling pres- 
sure, longs liquidating freely and shorts 
putting out new lines, September touching 
73%%c on the decline. Covering by the 
shorts who were satisfied with their profits 
and buying against puts then caused a ral- 
ly to 74%c, but before 11 o’clock the mar- 
ket started on a decline which carried it 
to a point almost 2c under Saturday’s final 
price. The trouble was again with the 
heavy receipts. Minneapolis and Duluth 
reported 918 cars, against 46 last week and 
89 a year ago. Chicago receipts were ldo 
cars, 7 of contract grade. The trade has 
become somewhat accustomed to heavy re- 
ceipts at those points, but when Kansas 
City reported 300 cars, compared. with 26 
a year ago, prices went down with a rush. 
The decline was so fast in fact that sellers 
became too enthusiastic, and when about 
11:30 o’Mock the liquidation of long wheat 
let up t&mporarily, the market recovered 
with a stiddenness that indicated _ that 
shorts had considerably oversold. There 
was quite a little scramble for cover for 
a time, the price of September advancing 
10 74%@74%c before noon. The market 
evened up to some extent, the tendency 
thereafter was downward. Tho news 
would admit of no other course when con- 
ditions were normal and prices gradually 
slipped off to 74@74%ec for September, which 
Was the quotation at the close. The visible 
increased 920,000 bushels. Total primary 
recetpts were 1,218,000 bushels, compared 
with 160,000 bushels a year ago. The sea- 
board reported 40 loads taken for export. 
The cash demand here was slow. July 
liquidation was especially prominent dur- 
ing the morning and a good deal of buying 
was done later on the theory :hat this fac- 
tor had been eliminated. 

Corn was fairly active and irregular. 
The marke: was weak during the morning 
On the enormous receipts—1,691 cars, fa- 
vorable weather and the break in wheat. 
Elevator people were free sellers. The 
market later became firm and more than 
recovered the early break. The cash de- 
mand was excellent, sales here being re- 
ported at 750,000 bushels. New York prt 
the export engagements at 112 loads. Shoris 
covered freely during the afternoon. Sep- 
tember ranged from 33% to 34%c and closed 
1c higher at 34\c. 

Oats, in common with corn, ruled weak 
and lower early. When corn advanced 
oats followed. There was a good demand 
for July ffom shorts, and this option 
closed %c higher. The local stock showed 
a decrease ot 140,000. The cash demand 
was fair. Receipts were 373 cars. Septem- 
ber ranged from 21% to 21%c and closed 1%¢c 
higher at 214%@21%c. 

Provisions were weak early, due to liberal 
hog receipts and consequent liquidation by 
longs. An excellent cash demand helped 
the market later, nearly all the decline be- 
ing recovered. At the close September pork 
was 24%c lower at $8.32%, September lard a 
shade lower at $5.124%2@5.15 and September 
rins a shade lower at $4.8214@4.85.

A London letter to The New York Herald 
gives an interesting account of a lawn 
party given last week by the duchess of 
Albany in behalf of charity. The leaders 
of social life in English court circles are 
netably philanthropic, and the personal 
interest they take in charitable entertain- 
ments is told in the London letter as fol- 
lows: 

“The duchess of Albany's garden party, 
held in behalf of charity, attracted the 
fashionable folk, including the duke and 
duchess of Connaught, the marquis and 
marchioness of Salisbury, the duke and 
duchess of Marlborough, Lord and Lady 
Mount-Stephen, Lady William Beresford, 
Lord and Lady Strathcona and Mount- 
Royal, and Mr. and Mrs. Andrew J. Car- 
negie. : 

“Princess Christian’s sale of work from 
the royal school of art needlework was a 
great success. Many distinguished persons 
were among the salespeople, including some 
Americans—Lady Deerhurst and Mesdames 
Bonynge and Bradley Martin. 

“The Albert Hall bazaar, however, in aid 
of the fund of the Charing Cross hospital, 
was the crowning charitable function of the 
season. The admirable, untiring work of 
Mesdames Paget and Ronalds in connec- 
tion therewith is a matter of general com- 
ment, and promises to leadto insistent de- 
mands for their s@rvices at all future events 
of a similar character. lt was an immense 
success, beyond the most roseate dreams. 
The receipts were $60,000. 

“The flower stall, where the duchess of 
Mariborough and Mrs. Paget were active, 
took in $2,000, and the American stall of 
Mesdames Mackay, Ronalds, Bradley Mar- 
tin and Lady Randolph Churchill netted 
$1,500. Mrs. Brown Potter says a thousand 
drinks were sold, and the tips to the ladies 
dispensing them aggregated $600. 

The greatest success of the bazaar was 
the American bar, at which Ladies Hesketh 
and Anglesey and Mrs. Frank Mackay, all 
Americans, assisted Mrs. Brown Potter. 
But the chief attraction of the bar was an 
array of smart young men in white bar 
‘dress, customary in America, but a novelty 
here. They included the duke of Man- 
chester, Lord Yarmouth, Lord Vivian, Lord 
Edward Somerset, Lord Henry Somerset 
‘and Ralph Pulitzer: They were all in much 
demand by fashionable customers, and re- 
«ceived large tips, a lady presenting the duke 
of Manchester with a £10 note ($5) in pay- 
ment for a cocktail, telling him te ‘keep 
the change.’ ”’ 

In the same letter the countess of Aber- 
deen, relative to the international council 
‘of women, is quoted as saying: 

“The delegates are arriving in hundreds.

the alarm to the city. The apparatus of 
No. 4 and No. 8 engine houses responded. 

. It was a long run for the horses, but the 
glare on the heavens in front of them 
eaused’ the drivers to urge their animals 
to better speed, and the run was made in 
a short time. It was of no use, however, 
so far as saving the auditorium was con- 
cerned. The dry timber burned like tin- 


der. 
When the fire department arrived the 
flames had run around through the inte- 
rior of the building, eaten their way to 
the: roof and had burst through, casting 
a lurid glare over the country for miles 
ground and presenting a magnificent scene. 
Lines of hose were stretched from the 
nearest plugs and water was played on 
the building. Seeing the futileness of this 
the firemen turned their attention to sav- 
ing the administration building, which was 
threatened. This building is located about 
20) feet west of the auditorium and it, too, 
would have been a mass of ruins yester- 
day afternoon had not the firemen turned 
their attention toward saving it. 
The Georgia state building, in which the 
display of this state during the Cotton 
States and International exposition was 
made, and whica was 1Ww yards north of the 
wuuworium, was already on tire when the 
department arrived. The ferce heat from 
the auditoriusn had ignited it. The sids 
mearest the fire was ablaze, and only 
prompt and eflicient work on the part of 
the department saved this structure from 
ea fate similar to that of the auditorium. 
The bund stand on the rucetrack, a re- 
freshment stand near the entrance to the 
gruunds, and a small building where wire 
tences were displayed were all consumed 
flames. 
my = ast known how the fire originated, 
but it is believed to have been the work of 
an incendiary. Sunday night a concert was 
given in the auditorium by the members 
of the stock company. Some time after 
the building had been closed for the nignt 
Jack Mahoney, a member of the company, 
went back into his dressing room_ for 
some chicken sandwiches which had been 
left there. He had no matches about 
him and was obliged to grope his way 
the dark. 
git was no evidence of fire then. When 
Mr. McGregor retired he found nothing to 
Indicate that the building was on _ fire. 
This inclines those who are acquainted 
with the matter to-betieve that the fire 
was the work of an incendiary, althougn 
why anyone should have desired to burn 
the building is a mystery. 
The loss resulting from the fire is con- 
siderable. The building was valued at 
$%,000 and was not insured. The scenery 
and property of the Theo Stark stock 
company, which includes Glothing, was 
valued at about $800; the property of the 
Atianta Amusement Compamay was valued 
at $300 and a piano, the property of the 
Cable Piano Company, was valued at $300. 
On none of this property was there any in- 
surance. 
The fire origmated in the portion of the 
auditorium which had been occupied by 
the stage. When Mr. McGregor was 
awakened he saw the fire there. He at 
once ran to the telephone and when he re- 
turned the building was enveloped in 
flames. The watchman lost everything he 
had in the building.

The loss of property leaves the members 
of the Theo Stark company in an absolute- 
ly destitute condition. Everything they 
possessed in the way of clothing was- in 
the building and all they have left is the 
Clothes they wore at the time of the fire. 
This loss, coupled with that of an en- 
Eagemen':, leaves them practically penni- 
less.

That case was set for tomorrow, but it, 
too, will be postponed until the middle 
of July. 

Aitlanta’s union station problem will very 
likely take on some new shape today. 
The commissioners are weary of the de- 
lay. They have granted continuances time 
and again for the last nine months. The 
roads have said that they are at the end 
of their rope and they are willing to abide 
by the commission's decision. 

Nothing final can be done about the 
lease on the present terminal or about 
closing Pryor street until the legislature 
meets, but unless everything else is ar- 
ranged beforehand it may be impossible 
to get the necessary legislation.

At all druggists and 


FICKEN IS‘IN THE 
HANDS OF OFFICERS

Has Been Placed Under Arrest ino 
Louisville. 


TO BE BROUGHT BACK ‘HERE

The Subornation of Perjury Case Has 
Cropped Out Again. 


FICKEN SAID TO HAVE JUMPED HIS BAIL

Deputy Sheriff Maddox Is Now in 
Louisville and Will Bring the 
Prisoner Back to Atlanta. 


The subornation of perjury case has 
cropped out again, This time it comes up 
because of the arrest of J. C. Ficken, who 
Was taken In charge by the detectives at 
Louisville, Ky., last week, and who is 
said to have skipped his bond. Deputy 
Sheriff Maddox, of Atlanta, arrived at 
Louisville yesterday morning and he will 
bring the prisoner back to this city. 

Picken and H. B. Lovingooqg were the 
cause of the subornation of perjury case. 
Some months ago they are alleged to 
have assaulted J. T, Collins, a musician 
of Atlanta, while he was crossing the 
Mitchell street viaduct, which was then 
in the course of construction.’ Collins al- 
leged at the barracks, when he lodged 
complaint because of the attack he said 
had been made upon him, that he thought 
the object of Lovingood and Ficken in 
attacking him was robbery. Collins was 
Stabbed in the back, just under his right 
Shoulder blade. 

When arrested Ficken and Lovingood 
made counter charges, claiming that they 
had been set upon by Collins, who had a 
knife in his hand. All that they had done 
to him, said Lovingood and Ficken, had 
been in self-defense. The cases were all 
dismissed in the recorder’s court and war- 
rants were sworn out against Lovingood 
and Ficken by Collins, and they also 
Swort out warrants against Collins. All 
warrants charged assault with intent to 
murder, 

When the assault to murder cases came 
up before Justice Landrum the suborna- 
tion Of perjury case was started. There 
were two negroes in the courtroom—Jim 
Williams and Charlie Perdue—both of 
whom were to appear for the Ficken-Lov- 
ingood skie. Wiiiiams testified first, and 
Said that he had seen Collins attack Lov- 
ingood and Ficken and he appeared to be 
Setting the best of it until they began 
to defeng themselves. When Williams left 
the stand he was arrested. 

When Charley Perdue, the other negro, 
took the stand, he said he knew nothing 
about the case, but had been employed 
by W. S. Mehaffey and R. O. Shinn, two 
white men, to testify on the side of Ficken 
and Lovilngood. These men, he said, of- 
fered to pay him, and he had agreed to 
swear falsely, but had changed his mind. 

Williams was then told that Ferdue lad 
confessed, and Williams also confessed, 
implicated Mehaffey and Shinn. He said 
he had been employed by these two men 
to testify against Collins. Mehaffey and 
Shinn were arrested, and the grand jury 
only yesterday returned two new true biile 
against them, to take the place cf the de- 
fective ones. 

Lovingood and Ficken were both placed 
under $250 bonds for assault with intent to 
murder. Ficken is said to have jumped his 
bail, and the police 1uthorities have been 
looking for him. Hence his arrest in Lou- 
isville, which igs told in the following dis- 
patch: 

‘“Loutsville, Ky., June 26.—(Special.»—Dep- 
uty Sheriff Maddox, of Atlanta; Ga., ar- 
rived in Louisville this morning to take J. 
C. Ficken back to that eity, where he will 
answer the charge of malicious assault 
with intent to kill. 

“Ficken was captured last week by De- 
tectives Armstrong and Harding, together 
with J. E. Simpson. The men had a room 
at Fifth and Green streets, and were act- 
ing suspiciously, and the detectives arrest- 
ed them on a security warrant. Simpson 
igs wanted in Birmingham, Ala." i
